The scene of the battle was “MacArthur Park” 
where sabotage took place on the gazebo. But love reigned in the end as our Queen Diane floated into 
the sunset and our chairman Linda screamed, “I'll take back my bushes!” Steve Farley's dog sent his 
heart-felt congratulations to the chef of Monponsett Inn for the fantastically delicious raw cuisine. Can you 
recall: The Jet Set vs. The Click, Charlie Murphy’s first and last pass; he romped five yards and dropped 
the ball clapping for himself, and Susan Cotta’s slip taking a dive. Remember: Greg Winsor directing 
Mick Duchaney’s toboggan team to near death, and the band trip to Canada, and our encounter with 
partial pressures, term papers, and Jonathan Edwards to Thoreau. Remember: Rick Leary directing 
the jeep into the woods, of course Michael had to be driving, the day the plants skipped school and 
went out to lunch at Papa’s Gino’s, and a certain senior girl getting her nylons ripped off her on a bus 
trip and loving every minute of it.

This is 
our world, a microcosm of the larger world we live in. We would like to recall the following events and 
happenings that occurred during our four years at A.H.S. which influenced our actions and thought in 
our everyday lives and in the world today: 1. Vietnam, 2. Drugs, 3. Boston Strangler, 4. Beatles banned 
from U. S., 5.
